They pumped 
oil from one set of tanks into others to a 
distant point from the blaze. This work 
was slow as well as dangerous to human 
life, owing to the rapidity with which the 
fl: ame $ communicated from one tank to an- 
otner. 

The total loss was estimated at $2,500,- 
OM. The company has its own system of 
insurance, None of the officiaks of the com- 
spoons A believe that any of the 100 men ré- 

missing had been killed or severely 
but several had been painfully 
The company’s docks at Constable 

Hook have been stripped and 6hipping was 
taken by tugs to a place of safety. 

The tenement distric ‘t of Bayonne was at 
one time threatened by the flames and the 
firemen were forced to turn their efforts in 
a new direction.

Naphtha tank No. 7 exploded shortly aft- 
er 6 o'clock, The force of the explosion 
smashed Windows on the Hook. and at 

One person was killed and several ine 

Charles King. an electrician, was 
one. killed and John Wasto and Owen 
Drummond, watchmen, were overcome by 
fumes and smoke, and Fred Mauer was 
cut by flying glass. They all lived in Bay- 
onne. 

The fire was started about 1 o’clock this 
morning by a bolt of lightning, which fell 
during a terrific thunder and rainstorm. It 
struck squarely in the immense yard of the 
Standard Oil Co., which covers 600 acres of 
ground. King, the watchman, was struck 
by the bolt, and at the same time it ex- 
ploded two reservoir tanks of crude oll. 
One hundred vfn were at work in the 
yards, and whether more were killed 18 
not yet known. 

The explosion was heard for miles, and 
the heavens were lit up for hours after- 
wird by the flames, which ieaped a hundred 
feet in the air. Even at 8 a. m. today the 
column of smoke which rose from the 
tanks spread out in such a cloud that to 
those coming to this city from the west 
the bright morning sun was obscured. 
Within 50 yards of the exploded tanks 
was the Bay View Hotel. used as a lodg- 
ing house Dy half a hundred Hungarians 
and Poles emploved at the works. The 
thunderst#rm had already awakened them 
and when the explosion came they rushed 
pell-mell out of the rear of the building 
chased by the streams of burning oil 
which flowed over and rapidly consumed 
the hotel. The oil from the exploded tanks 
swept down the hill on which the works 
are located. The explosions followed like 
the crash of artillery as tank after tank 
was ignited by the fiery flood. 

Down tothe water's edge it went, spread- 
the circle of fire. Nothing coul stay 
progress. Even the water was no ob- 

stacle and from the burning piers, which a 
little while before had been crowded with 
shipping, it flowed over into the Kill Von 
Kull and floated in soaky wisps of flame 
out into the bry. 

Meanwhile the Standard Oll tugs ran 
into the lovtks and dragged out 580 vessels 
which were !v'ng at the company’s piers. 
Then the tuges formed a cordon a little 
way out from the docks and fought the 
flames from chat side, 

Great boonis of logs were thrown out in 
a semicircle co prevent the burning liquid 
from flowing vnrestrained over the water 
and earrying aestruction to shipping down 
the bay. 

Inside the vards the Bayonne fire depart- 
ment made an ineffectual fight against the 
burning fluid. Water was of no avi ail and 
the fire had to be fought by strategy. 
Trenches were duyz to divert the streams of 
b gers oil from attacking property outside 

he yard. 

Right in iine, with the wind blowing 
northeast, were the plants of the Tide- 
water Oil Co., the Kalbfleich Chemical 
Co., the Bayonne chemical works, the Ber- 
genor Cheroical Co. the Ortod copper 
works, the Port Johnson coal docks, the 
Pacific Coast Barge Co. and the cru ie oll 
doeks.

WEST POINT, N. Y., July 56.—There are 
many interesting relics at the military 
,academy, West Point, in addition to the 


' 
‘old forts that were built during the revolu- 
tion, the venerable buildings that were 
‘erected early in the century, and other his- 
‘toric monuments. In the chapel are three 
Hessian and two British flags that were 
| captured by the revolutionary army at the 
|battles of Yorktown and Brandywine, and 
|were kept for a long time by Washington 
at Mount Vernon. It is said that these are 
the only British flags in the possession of a 
foreign nation, except two that hang in the 
'Hotel des Invalides at Paris. 

The walls of the chapel are adorned with 
tablets of distinguished officers, 
and the one which has the name erased 
was intended for Benedict Arnold. It givea 
the date of his birth and the date of his 
|\death, and the words “In Memory of,” but 
ithe place for the name is blank. Imbedded 
in the walls are a number of cannon cap- 
tured at Saratoga in 1777.

Suicide at Lyon Park. 


after being driven out of 
about 4:15 o'clock in the morning, wnen 
he wae seen by George Heinheimer, who is 
employed at the United States Arsenal, just 
a short distance east of the park and in 
full view of the lake, to walk slowly up 
to a ‘pile of timbers lving in the edge ol 
the park, gazing furtively around as if 
afraid of seeing some one, and then sit 
down on the timbers. Reinheimer paid no 
further attention to him and resumed his 
work. ° 

About an hour later a man who hangs 
around the neighborhood, but whose name 
is not known to the police, walked through 
the park and saw a dy floating half sub- 
merged in the lake. He met and told Jo- 
seph Martin, a plasterer living at 302% South 
Broadway, who notified the police at the 
Wyoming Street Station. The body was 
then sent to the morgue and the coroner 
was notified. 

The unknown man was about W years 
5 feet 6 inches tall, weighed 1% pounds, had 
light hair and mustache, dressed in @ark 
woolen trousers and vest, white calico shirt 
and white cotton underwear, wore a leather 
belt around the waist and black soft hat. 
In the pockets were found three small gold 
collar buttons, but no papers or anything 
that might lead to hia ide ntifleation. He 
wore black lace shoes and blue socks. 

The other Autcide in this lake, April 5, 
was Minnie Steckhan, a comely woman, 24 

ears old, Iiving with her parents at 2924 

knart averue. She quarreled with her 
Mother in the afternoon of that day and 
went to Lyon Park, where she stayed until 
9:30 o'clock that night, rambling about in 
the park near “Death Lake”’ into which she 
Was seen to gaze at different times by 
several persons.

OFFICER. 


WIFE IS ALSO VERY ILL. 


He Applied to Chief Campbell Thurs- 
day Morning for Assistance in 
Getting Some Money on 
His Time. 


the infant daughter of Will- 
iam and Sarah Rumohr, is a corpse in a 
poorly furmished and dimly lighted rear 
room in a tenement house at 912 North 
Kighteenth The mother has not 
arisen from her bed since the birth of the 
child, nearly a month ago, and, although 
Rumehr has nearly two months’ pay due 
him from the city of St. Louis. he ‘has 
neither the means to buy food or medicine 
tor his wife mor a shroud for his dead 
baby. 

The child died in it#® sick mother’s arms 
on the morning of. the nation’s birthday, 
and ever since death invaded the meageriy 
furnished room the silent little form has 
laid on a little cot al iis mother’s feet, a 
constant reminder of her great sorrow. 

William Rumohbr is am emergency special 
men age and he has been in the city's 
employ ever since early in May. Thursday 
morning he called at the Four Courts to see 
(hief of Police Campbell and lay before 
him his ges ssing needs and to ask that the 
chief find some way of furnishing him with 
the means for burying his child and for 
buying the food and medicine necessary for 
his wife’s restoration to health. 

Before his child's death Rumohr applied 
to the police officials for relief, but they 
coud not pay hitn the salary due him. Mr. 
Jones, the chief (ary, gave Rumohr 
a certificate showins that the city was in- 
debted to him to the extent of more than 
$70 for services rendered, but even when 
he exhibited this he could not obtain food 
and medicine or on credit. Had it not been 
for the charity afforded by the Provident 
Association, which furnished both. the end 
for the child would have come sooner. 

in the investigation of Rumohr’s story it 
has developed that the woman who was 
arrested im January under the name of 
Sarah Philips and the unfortunate young 
mother whose cup is now filled to the ut- 
most, is one and the same. She was then 
arrested on a charge of larceny. Her gen- 
tle appearance Was such that she was sent 
to the detention room at police headquar- 
ters and not to the prison where hardened 
criminals are confinea. She admitted that 
she had stolen a cape from ae residence 
in the West End. Assistant Presecuting 
Attorney Johnson had his attention called 
to the case and his sympathy was 
aroused that he caused her release. Her 

tory. was told in the Post-Dispatoh at that 
time, and it was this that caused a recon- 
Ciliation between her and her husband. 
from whom she had been separated. This 
is the story she told to the Post-Dispatch 
at that time:

When Ambulance Driver Jake Fesse- 
meier returned to the City Dispensary about 
5:50 o'clock Thursday morning from a trip 
to St. John’s Hospital with an injured man, 
he reweived a telephone message asking him 
to meet a wan on Twelfth street and walk 
down to the morgue. Not knowing what the 
man wanted, Jake hurried over to Twelfth 
Street and started south. Seeing nobody he 
knew he continued on to the morgue at 
Twelfth and Spruce streets. 

When he entered and peered through the 
glass case, he was horrified to see the 
mangle d bocy of his brother, Joseph Fesse- 
meiler, on the slab, 

rom the morgue keeper Fessemejer 
learned the circumstances of-his brother's 
tragic death. He was employed as i 
greaser at the Anheuser-Busch Brewery, 
working at night. While at work Wednes- 
day night, oiling the machinery in the brew 
house, he was accidentally caught in the’ 
belt of the fly wheel. His body was whirled 
about several times and before the ma- 
chiner could be stopped he was fright- 
fully mangled,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 5.—Kentucky 
and Nebraska exchanged compliments just 
before the convention met this morning.

The volume of trade, imports and exports, was $330,824,224 
in 1899. Of this $136,853,043 should be crédited to Hong Kong, 
a British possession.

Russian possessions themselves Great Hritain has a practi@l 
monopoly. of the trade. What is the matter with the Russian 
flag that it doesn’t cover Russian trade? 

The one stalwart argument of the imperialists is that trade 


follows the flag. But it doesn’t seem to obey this logic in 
China. 


If Minister Conger has been killed, the American flag must 
enter Pekin side by side with the German.

A few days ago Chauncey Depew, in a speech in which 
he praised the protective tariff as the source of all blessings, 
declared that last year the overproduction amounted to $2,- 
000,000,000. 

This may or may not be exact. Mr. Depew is given to loose 
statement. -But it doesn’t sound well from.a protectionist 
point of view. The tariff causes overproduction. Overproduc- 
tion causes the suspension of mills and factories and the en- 
forced idleness of thousands. 

Was there ever a completer reduction to absurdity? If the 
tariff is a good, then its consequence, overproduction, must be 
a good. And if so, then idleness and want are good. That 
is the reasoning—logic is logic. 

Every one of the concerns which shut down last Saturday 
is under the protection of the tariff. The tariff may protect 
the proprietors of these great businesses and feed them fat 
with monopoly profits, but what about the 150,000 idle work-

ingmen and their families? Where does their protection 
come in?

If my horses have been used 
dishonestly I should be ruled off the turf 
—not merely barred from the Washington 
Park track. There is no middle ground for 
me to occupy. Already my reputation has 
been smirched. Why should I be associated 
with L’Hommedieu? I have no connection 
with him, He tells me that he won $15,000 
over Fly by Night’s victory in the Oak- 
wood handicap. He won for himself alone. 
Any change in riders of my horses have 
come out of necessity.

I cannot accept any compromise 
decision in the Fly by Night case. If the 
horse was run so that I could dishonestly 
profit by his running I am not fit to re- 
main in good standing on the turf.

HERMOSA, 8S. D., July 5.—The increased 
Gemand for mica, in connection with elec- 
trical appliances, has been so great that the 
mica mines of the United Siates are no 
longer able to supply the trade. Custer 
County has produced more mica than any 
other territory of equal size in the country, 
but most of its mica mines were worked be- 
fore the new process of making large sheets 
out of small pieces was discovered, and 
the mines have been abandoned. As a con- 
sequence of the development of the new 
process the old mines are now being opened 
up as rapidly as men and machinery can 
be brought together. Must of the old mica 
mining claims were sold to farmers and 
ranchers, but now the old dumps, which 
Were thought to be worthless, are worth 
thousands of doilars. Several companies 
have been organized to buy up large num- 
bers of these claims and t» buy the products 
of the small mines worked by private indi- 
riduals. They have purchased large num- 

ra, but the farmers are not so ready to 
ee) as Was expected. They propose to run 
their own mines, ance it is now no unusual 
thi to see the streets lined with farmers’ 
wagons, loaded with mica, for saie, where 
formerly they marketed hay, potatoes, Put- 
ter egEes and other farm products. 

Under the stimulus of the new process, 
whereby the smallest pieces of mica car be 
made into sheets of any size and of the 
finest quality, Custer County has suddenly 
become literally alive with prospectors and 
miners in their mad rush after the best 
claims. Many new mincs have been dis- 
covered, and many old ones, which 10 years 
®g0 were not thought to be worth working, 
are now worth from $1,000 to $200,000. 

Gold mining in the southern part of the 
Black hills is also ir a flour!shing condi- 
tion. O14 and experienced miners say it 
was never on a more substantiau basis than 
at present. The large rainfall has filled the 
reservoir lakes, creeks and flumes, furn:sh- 
ing a plentiful supply of water for placer 


mining. x

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CROWDS GATHERING FOR OPEN- 
ING OF INDIAN RESERVATIONS. 


STEADY STREAM OF HUMANITY. 


Magnificent Farming Lands to Be 
Opened to Settlers in a 
Few Months. 


WICHITA, Kan., July 5.—The Kiowa and 
Comanche Indian reservation is to be 
opened to white settlement. The bill making 
two million acres of valuable land 
aavilable to homesteaders was signed by 
President McKinley last week, and the res- 
ervation will be opened within the next few 
months. It may be opened within a week, 
as no one on the border knows just when 
the officials will give the signa! for the race 
for free homes to begin. Consequently, hun- 
dreds of white people are gathering on the 
border, and hundreds more are arriving ev- 
ery day. The steady stream of prairie 
schooners, as they go in long trains, re- 
minds one of the days when the great Cher- 
okee strip was opened to settlement. This 
new land is said to be far more fertile than 
the “strip,’’ but Is not so large. It is the 
last area of the unoccupied arable land in 
the great southwest, and those who have 
thirsted for free homes are. gaing madly 
into this, the last race. Ome by one the 
Indian reservations have been purchased 
from the Indians, until now none remain 
worth the having. 

The Kiowa and Comanche country is one 
of the finest pleces of land ever given away 
by the government. True, in five years one 
has to pay a filing fee of $1.0 per acre, 
but the soli is fertile, the climate pleasant, 
the surface diversified, and game plentiful. 
There are many natural] parks in the greac 
Wichita Mountains, where deer and turkey 
run wild. In the valleys are fine fishing 
streams, and even duwn the mountain sides 
may be found deep pools where bass and 
perch make thetr home. In a day’s hunt 
in the Wichita Mountains a skilled hunter 
might kill a half dozen deer if he cared to, 
or a hundred turkeys. One may find all 
kinds of climate there, just as in Colorado. 

Over ten thousand farms of one hundred 
and sixty acres each will be put within the 
reach of the homesteaders, The land is 
adapted to the ratsing of corn, cotton, 
wheat and other crops common to the south- 
west. The country has been noted for 
many years for its excellent grazing, and 
hundreds of thousands of head of cattle. 
owned mostly by Texas ranchmen, have 
been fattened annually on its luxuriant 
grasses and sent to the Northern markets. 

The government is to pay $2,000,000 to the 
Indians for the land. Part of it will be paid 
in cash, and the rest will remain as a trust 
fund for them. According to reports of 
civil engineers, 8 per cent of the land is 
fit for cultivation. That which cannot be 
cultivated lies in the mountain range, and 
is adapted to hunting and fishing. The bil) 
opening the reservation sets aside 425.000 
acres for the Indians. 
Indians on the reservation, beloneing to the 
Kiowa, Comanche and Apache _ tribes. 
These Indians live for the most part in 
tepees, and retain some of their wild habits. 
such as dancing and making “medicine.” 
Geronimo, one of the flercest Indians that 
ever lived, is confined as a prisoner of war

— giadly welcome the whites as his neigh- 
OTS. 

The reservation is bounded on the south 
by Texas, on the west by Greer County, OK- 
lahoma, and om the east by the Chickasaw 
Indian Nation. The Chicago; Rock Island 
& Pacific Railroad traverses the _ full 
length of the eastern boundary. Streams of 
clear running water abound everywhere. 
Red River and the Washita are the most 
important. The Washita its one of the most 
picturesque waterrourses in the southwest. 
Many nated Indian battles have been fought 
on its banks. The vallev soil is good, while 
the uplands are highly productive. The rain- 
fall is even better than in central Kan- 
sas. 

Probably the most attractive feature of 
the race for homesteads will be the rush 
for the Wichita Mountains. These are sald 
to contain both silver and gold. Praspectors 
have brought away rich specimens of both 
ores. Traces of copper have also been 
found. There {is an old Indian legend to the 
effect that many years ago Spaniards lived 
at the foothills of these mountains. They 
were killed by Indians, but not before their 
treasure, many millions of gold dollars, was 
buried in the mountains for safe keeping. 
The reservation is now being cleared of all) 
white people and Indians who have no right 
to share in the allotment. The race will be 
participated in by homeseekers from all 
parts of the United States.

ANDREW J. WRIGHT’S BODY 
PLACED UPON ICE. 


BUT LIFE WAS NOT EXTINCT. 


A. Faithful Young Woman Insisted He 
Was Not Dead and Her Protests 
at Last Prevailed. 


MINNEAPOLIS, July 5.—For three days 
A. J..Wright lay on the ice awaiting burial 
as a corpse. He knew that the silent watch- 
ers were tiptoeing about the house of 
mourning and heard the whispered 
versations over his body. The doctor came. 
shook his head and said, ‘‘He is surely 
dead,”” in answer to the agonized, insistent 
pleadings of a sweetheart who refused to 
believe that life had fied. 

Nene of this escaped the consciousness 
of the man lying there sti!!] and cold on his 
bier; but, though his brain was vaguely 
alive, not by the slightest sign could he 
iet the physician know that the woman's 
intuition was correct.

Then he ralliei and 
was nearly able to be out. He did not 
write his sweetheart, for he desired to give 
her a pleasant surprise. But there was a 
relapse. Again he was farced into bed. Tbe 
second.attack of typhoid was more severe | 
than the first. It was five inonths be- 
fore the physician could report uny im- 
rovement. Then there was a third re- 
apse. 

Few have ever recovered from a third 
attack of fever, and Wright’s chances 
seemed slim. He grew rapidly worse and 
asked for his sweetheart. She came. Ar- 
riving in the tawn a little before 9 o'clock 
on that bright Monday morning, she has- 
tened at once to the house where Andrew 
Was staying. She found him almost too 
weak to recognize her. 

When the doctor called and made his 
examination of the patient he shook his 

‘“l am*® afraid the end has come,’ 
to the girl, who was the only 
watcher at his bedside, for Mr. Wright 
had been alone in this world since he was 
a dozen years old. They 6tood -here watch- 
ing the unconscious man, as he was sinking 
rapidly. The woman was crying. Finally 
after an hour's suspense the doctor felt 
the pulse, laid his ear to the breast and 
cata ee | no sign of life pronounved the 
man dead. 

But the girl felt intuitively 
lover’s life had not passed, just why she 
could not say.

Strange as it may seem, I 
could better realize what was going on 
about me on the Thursday and the night 
preceding my supposed death, although the 
voices of the people in the room grew less 
distinct. I remember that they sounded as 
if they were in the far end of a big hall or 
room, and in other ways their voices did 
not sound natural. 

“Friday morning I believe I passed into 
one of the spells of unconsciousness, I 
remember early in the morning—or I sup- 
pose it was early In the morning, but I 
am not sure, for I had lost all track of day 
and night—the faithful young girl was 
standing by my side weeping. I seemed to 
be strong and well then, and I thought 
that I could speak. It seems to me that I 
tried to say something—tried to tell her 
not to mourn for me, that I would be all 
right—but I couid not @ay a word I could 
not turn in my bed, in face, I could not 
move a finger. Later, as I! said, I be- 
came unconscious, that Is, I did not seem 
to realize anything; it was just like I was 
asleep. 

“Then I awoke, and oh, you cannot imag- 
ine and I cannot begin to tell you how I

nized his voice, say: 

“He is dead.”’

I did not seem to have any recognition of 
time.

“The undertaker laid me out and I was 
told attarwaene that hé laid me on ice, but 
I don't feel uncomfortable there. In fact, 
I don’t believe I had any feeling at all. 
O, yes, I did, too, for I remember of feel- 
ing the cold shears on my skin when my 
sweetheart clipped a lock from my fore 
head. I don’t remember whether it seemed 
a long time thgt_I was there or not. But 
I do remember, I believe, every time that 
girl tipteed into my room and would stand 
near me. I know she was near me, for I 
could hear her. cry and talk to me or to her- 
self or to some one, I didn’t Know who. 

“The next thing I remember was that I 
passed from that room into another. I re- 
member that I went right through that 
door, just as well as I remember that I 
walked through that door to meet you a 
few moments ago. No, I did not seem to no- 
tice my body at all. It must have been my 
spjirit, for I don’t remember that anybody 
carried me or that the temperature changed 
from the time I left the ice until I was re- 
turned to my regular bed. Then I remem- 
ber of hearing indistinctly my girl pleading 
that I was not dead.
